SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled Passion.txt, also known as Passionate Youth, is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer printout promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a computer printout of a story. The story is nine pages long and is 
printed on A4 size sheets of paper. The story begins by explicitly describing sexual 
experiences between the narrator and his close male friend when they were 12 years 
old. The story goes on to explicitly describe the sexual relationship that developed 
between the narrator aged 18 and his friend’s younger brother aged 13. The narrator 
describes how he was “seduced” by the 13 year old who had been in love with him for 
many years. Sexual activity described includes masturbation, fellatio, and anal 
intercourse. The story is written in a manner designed to titillate the reader. The 
language emphasises the youthfulness of the boys as well as their willingness to 
engage in sexual activity. 

The publication has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides si4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms set out in that section of the NZBR Act.
